MAJOR BARNES AND THE COMMITTEE. 


Atianta’s Public Building Extension— 
Georgians Before the Court of 
Claims—Other Gossip. 


WasnInaTton, February 24.—{Special.|— 
Major Barnes and Mr. Walsh appeared before 
the committee on rivets and harbors today, and 
besides speaking in favor of an appropriation 
for the imvrovement of the Savannah river, 
presented a memorial, gotten up in excellent 
style and containing néarly a hundred pages of 
matter, from the Savannah river conven- 
tion, which met in Augusta on the 25th and 
96th of January. The memorial contains a 
large map of Georgia and South Carolina, with 
an immense circle around Augusta, the center 
of gravitation, which circle, however, Atianta, 
Macon and Savannah were not allowed to en- 
ter, although they are represented by small 
dots immediately outside. 
and shows Augusta to be what she really is— 
one of the most important of southern cities, 
Tho memorial then cites the fact that exclusive 
of tide water, the Savannah river constitutes 
one-third of the river navigation of the Atlan- 
tic states. The committce were not only deep- 
ly impressed with the remarks of Major Barnes 
and Mr Walsh, but were surprised to know 
Georgia had such an important river. 

THE APPROPRIATION FOR THE SAVANNAH. 

Major Barnes tonight feels more confident 
than ever that he will get a large appropria- 
tion for the further improvement of the Savan- 
nah. 

Mr. Carlton and Judge Cothran, of South 
Carolina, also appeared before the same com- 
mittee in the interest of the upper Savannah 
and were promised an appropriation of $10,000 
for a re-survey Of the stream between Augusta 
and Andersonville, S. C. 


Mr. Blount sustained a defeat, and a de-- 


served one, by his own postoftice committee 
today, in that they decided to make an adverse 
report on his bill to prevent newspapers con- 
taining lottery advertisements from circulation 
in the mails. However, Mr. Blount and 
five others of the committee will make a mi- 
nority report favorable to the bill. Mr. 
Blount, in discussing the matter after the com- 
mittee’s decision, said that if one of the mem- 
bers hainot been absent there would have 
been atie vote in the committee, but notwith- 
standing the fact that his committee 
had gone against him, he would pass the bill 
in the house if it ever came toa vote. It is 
true there are many supporters of the bill in 
the house, but Mr. Blount will hardly bo able 
to scrape up enongh votes tosuceecd. 
JUDGE STEWART’S BILL. 

Mr. Norwood’s bill for the protection of 
submarine cables was unanimously passed by 
the house today. 

Judge Stewart is very much interested in 
his bill to allow minors and southern people 
who were loyal to go before the court of claims 
and establish their right to captured property, 
and today he has made an examination of all 
rejortwof the court ef claims: 
over 22,000 claims have beens presented from 
Georgia since the war, claiming nearly thirty 
million dollars. Over 1,600 of these claims 
were considered, but only between two and 
three hundred thousand dollars of the amount 
was decided as representing legal claims. 
Over five thousand claims are now 
on hand and not examined, the court 
of claims holding that the time for 
taking testimony had expired by lawin 1880, 
and therefore, did not adjudicate them. If 
Judge Stewart’s bill passes, these five thou- 
sand Georgia claims will yet be considered. 
His object is to make the issue that the repub- 
licans cannot hold that minors were disloyal. 

Tie sub-committee on public buildings have 
requested Judge Stewart to write for them a 
favorale report on the appropriation for the 
improvement of Atlanta’s public building. He 
is now preparing it and as soon as completed 
it will be presented to the house, either tomor- 
kow or Monday. 

Mr. Blount introduced a bill today to pay to 
M. kh. Bell $8,171, for supplies furnished the 
union army in 1865.

Mr. Stone,fof Kentucky, called up bill for 
the allowance of certain claims for stores and 
supplies taken and used by the United States 
army and reported by the court of claims en- 
der the provisions of the Bowman act.

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, Papnted out that 

the claim of one of the benéficiariés of the 
bill had been rejected by the southern claims 
on on the ground of claimant’s disloy- 
alty. 
Mr. Honk, of Tennessee, while disclaiming 
any personal knowledge as to the disloyalty of 
the claimant, suggested that that’ was one of 
the questions upon which, under.the provisions 
ofthe Bowman act, the court of claims was 
called upon to pass. He contended that the 
loyal people of the south had not justice at 
the hands of the southern claims commission. 
When its term of office had expired by limita- 
tion, there remained pending hundreds and 
thousands of cases which had never been 
earn These cases had been dumped into 
the treasury department with adverse reports, 
and now when they came up in congress the 
cry was raised that they had been rejected by 
the commission. Union men of the 
south should be paid for whatever property 
was taken from them by the army. It 
had been mighty easy to remain loyai in 
Ohio. It had not-bcen so easy in the sonth, 
but in eastern Tennessee loyal sentiment had 
burned brightly during the entire war. 

On motion of Mr. Burrows the claim against 
which he raised his objection appropriating 
$1.046 for the reliéf of J. M. Campbell, of 
Tennessee, was stricken from the bill. 

After having passed upon thirteen of the re- 
maining thirty-three claims contained in the 
bill, the committee arose.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Senator Cullom’s Resolution—An Argument 

Before the Pacific Railroad Committee. 

WASHINGTON, February 24.—Senator Cul- 
lom says his resolution of inquiry adopted by 
the senate today, calling for information with 
respect to the prohibition placed by France 
upon the importation of American products, 
has reference especially to hog products, and 
that the measure was offered with the view of 
considering the propriety of refusing to par- 

ticipate in the Paris exhibitionif France shows 
a disposition to continue her discrimination 
against us. 

In response to an invitation Messrs. Littler 
and Anderson, of the Pacific railroad commis- 
sion, appeared before the house committee 
ou the Pacific railroad today and gave their 
views upon the policy which they advocate 
towards subsidized roads. They went into the 
subject at greatlength and in much detail. 
Commissioner Pattison was not present, but is 
expected toappearat an early day. Before 
the hearing was begun, the chairman pre- 
sented and had placed on file, a letter from C. 
P. Huntington, intended to supplement and 
explain his remarks made when recently be- 
fore the committee. 

A number of gentlemen were before the 
house committee.on rivers and harbors today 
to submit pleas for appropriations for the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors in their sey- 
eral localities. Among these were Congress- 
man Barnes and Hon. Patrick Walsh, of 
Georgia, in behaif of the Savannah river be- 
tween the cities of Savannah and Augusta, 
and Congressman Carlton in behalf of the Sa- 
vannah river for a survey of the upper portion 
of that river.

A Visit to the South Florida Exposition— 
The Return te Jacksonville—All 
Aboard for Charleston: 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 24.—[Spe- 
cial.|— When the president amd patty arrived 
at Palatka from St. Augustine last night, they 
erossed the St. John’s river, which 'twinkled 
with floating lights and looked enchanting in 
the'moonlight, and landed amid shrieking 
steam whistles and cheers from a great cone 
course of people. After an informal reeeption, 
which was held on the steps of the special 
train and several hundred persons had shakew 
hands with the president and Mrs. €leveland, 
the party started for Titusville on” tie Jack« 
sonville, Tampa, Key West railroad. The 
run was made slowly to enable thé party to 
rest The weather this morning was beautiful, 
as the party took a steamer at Titusville for a 
sail on the Indian river to RoékledgZe, where 
they will make a brief. stay and then start on 
their return trip, reaching Sanford this after- 
noon and Jacksonville tonight. 7 

The presidential party spent. twe hours at 
Sanford in visiting the South Floriila exposi- 
tion, with its magnificent display of sub-tropi- 
cal fruits. About five o'clock the !party went 
by rail to Winter park, ‘where supper was 
served, and thence their faces were turned 
north on their homeward trip... They @re ex- 
pected to reach Jacksonville..about. midnight, 
where they willstop only long enough tochange 
engines. ‘The people assembled in crowds ev- 
erywhere along the route of travel today and 
manifested great enthusiasm.

in'stocks. Tothe natural causes of dullness at this 
season, there is added quite an unusual uncertainty 
in the several important branches of business. The 
termination of the Reading strike has come at last, 
and, as was suggested some time ago, it only in- 
creases the uncertainty in the iron business, Efforts 
to settle railroad wars have not succeeded, 
but new cuts cause much disturbance. 
The sugar trust meets unexpected opposi- 
tion, threatening its existence. The operations 
of other syndicates or combinations, make it im- 
possible to foresay the future in many trades, and 
meanwhile, the uncertainty as to congressional ac- 
tion on the tariffis in no degree lessened. The 
day’s sharp rise in foreign exchange has also rend- 
ered the furture of the money market less clear. 

The fact that the Reading strike but slightly af- 
fected iron busjness became clear befere work was 
resumed, anditis now felt that, with a known 
shrinkage in demand for iron, the resumption of 
work by a fewfurnaces would be likely to insure 
lower prices. The sale of extra good forge for 
$15.85 at the furnace is reported, and the competi- 
tion to secure orders for rails is still keen, Bar iron 
is quoted at $1.90. Lut car building continues un- 
usually larze. Pennsylyania alone has placed or- 
ders for 2,200 cars, and 70 locomotives, 

Eastern nail-makers have combined, and 
price stiffens a_ little. Coke producers at 
Connellsville, Pa., have at lust consented to reduce 
the price 25 cents, which will help manufactures. 
The Gogebic mine consolidation has collapsed and 
orders for lake ore thus far indicate a heavy de- 
crease in demand. 

The failure of Bennett & Co., of Pittsburg, pro- 
duces no disturbance but illustrates the overconfi- 
dence of last year’s expansion. The decision against 
the barbed patent affects concerns having a capacity 
of 300,000 tons, but not actually producing 180,000. 

Without a wider demand for securities the de- 
crease in railroad building must affect many 
branches of production. 

The moderate improvement in the stock market 
is, therefore, Panne ay + but as yet has scarcely 

lifted prices above the level of February Ist. Of 
the new bonds issued this year $4,000,000 are for 
new roads, and nearly $12,000,000 additional were 
listed last week, but how many of these have found 

rchasersno one knows. The quick advance in 
oreign exchange appears to indicate that invest- 
ments of foreign capital on this side bave ceased 
for the present, and experienced bankers now dis- 
cuss the possibility of early exports of gold. 

The actual export of goods at New York for three 
weeks past show an increase of 35 per cent over the 
same weeks of last-year, but nosuch increase is ex- 

ted in the aggregate. Domestic exchanges are 
Put slightly in ever of New York, and the move- 
meut of money this way seems to have ceased with 
some sect to outgo the indiseretion of Boston. 
At interior points the supply of money is ¢every- 
where reported ample, and collections are on the 
whole improving, especially in the northwest. 

Trade 1m breadstuffsis hindered by foreign un- 
certainties which keep alive the hopes of war and 
higher prices. In the sugar trade, a Philadelphia 
house offers to undersell the trust, and at Boston 
there is a rumor ofa split, while from San Francisco 
the news comes of organized opposition by specula- 
tors and others. , i 

The dry zoodsmarket *co™tinues — active for 
cottons, Though print cloths are ashade easier in 
the jobbing trade, growing activity is noticed. But 
in woolens the prospect of improve ment is disturbed 
by the renewal of the large auction sales and a per- 
emptory sale of silks isalso announced.

Extortion of Mining Company Stores--The 
Cost 6f Mining a Ton of Coal. 
Hazieron, Pa., February 24.—The con- 
ressional committee continued its inquiry 
Fete today into the miners’ strike. Thomas 
Campbell, who keeps a general store at Free- 
land, testified that the company store charged 
75 per cent profit in some cases above the 
onfisiaty prices charged at individual stores. 
He knew this from a personal inspection of 
the miners’ pass-books at the company stores. 
Witness could not give any absolute data of 
the profits charged by the company stores at 
present; did not think the profits are as great 
now as formerly, as there is more competition 
ow. 
. Aris Pardee, one of the largest individual 
coal operators in the state, wassworn. Hehas 
been a coal operator forty-three years. Witness 
never owned any lands, but leased coal lands 
from the Lehight Valley railroad company ; 
leases now 3,000 acres, 2.000 acres of which be- 
long to the railroad company. He pays the 
Lehigh Valley railroad company 45 cents per 


ton royalty for mining coal on its lands. Wit- 


ness said he employs over 1,000 hands. When 
asked what was the cost of mining a ton of coal 
witness at first told the committee it was nono 
of its business, but finally answered the ques- 
tion.

TACKLING THE TRUSTS. 


The Cotton Seed Oi! Men Kick but Give in 
Testimony. 

New Yorx, February 24.—The senate in- 
vestigating committee took up the cotton seed 
oil trust today... This trust made no effort to 
conceal its real Status. Before the examina- 
tion of witnesses was begun Lawyer Elihu 
Reot, on behatof the trust, objected to the 
investigation on these grounds: The trast has 
only to d6 With edttonh’ séed oil. No cotton seed 
is grown orojt produced in this state; the cor- 
poration was not formed in this state, but in 
Arkansas; only tlirge of the nine trustees live 
in this state’; 1% combination or agreement has 
been made in this state; cotton seed oil is not 
an article of general consumption, and it is not 
within the scope of the eomimittee to investi- 
gate the trust; the committee has no more to 
do with thetrustthan it would haye with a 
mre aaa: woolen millor a western rail- 
road,”’ 

The committee ovérruled the objections and 
called John Seott, one of the trustees, to the 
witness stand. Hetaid there are seventy or 
eighty companies in the trast. Last year’s 
crop was 700,000 tons, of which the company 
controlled 530/000 tons; 274 per cent of ‘the oil 
was exported, the balance was nsed for soap, 
safety lamps forminers and as a lubricant. 
Several firms make monthly reports, which 
are investigated by employes of the trust. 

The capital stock of ‘the trust is fixed at 
$41,700,000 nominally. A dividend of four 
per cent has been declared. As the stock sold 
for thirty-five per cent, the dividend was 
actually about twelve. per cent. The combined 
sock of the companies entering the ‘‘com- 
bine’”’ was lessthan half of the stock of the 
trust. Witnessthought that since the forma- 
tion of the trust in 1885, the price of cotton 
seed had risen., At that time the mills were 
on the edge of .bankruptcy, and none of them 
had shut down.

THE LOCOMOTIVE BROTHERHOOD 


Resolve to Strike—Trouble on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy. 


Cuicaao, February 24.—Probably the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad will be 
tied up from one end to the other. Freight, as 
well as passenger traffic will be stopped and 
most of switch engines will be abandoned. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen have de- 
cided upon a strike as the last resort to en- 
force their demands upon the road, and as both 
organizations are very strong on this road as 
wellas elsewhere, they confidently expect to 
tie up the road completely and win the strike. 
This step derives its importance not only from 
the large interest involved if the 
strikers succeed in paralying one. of 
the biggest roads of the west, but because 
of lateit has been accepted that the locomo- 
tive engineers were so unalterably opposed to 
strikes that no conjunction of circumstances 
could be imagined that would induce its mem- 
bers to resort to that means. The resolution of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy men is a 
genuine surprise. 

A few days ago, Chief Arthur made the an- 


nouncement that it was the intention of his 


organization to do away with classified wages, 
and make the pay all the same for the same 
work, without reference to the length of time 
they had been employed by the company. 
Thus the locomotive engineers, hithertocon- 
sidered the most conservative labor organiza- 
tion of the country, placed itself im the matter 
of wages on the same ground as the most ad- 
vanced trades unions. The conclusion to 
do away with all classification in wages of 
engineers, andjit may be added hero that the 
firemen are acting in concert with them 
throughout, was reached by the brotherhood 
at its session in Chicago last October, and a 
resolution was adopted to enforce this new 
plan all over the United States wherever the or- 
ganization was strong enough to do so, This 
proviso was added fer the purpose of avoiding 
a conflict where the organization was sure to 
be beaten. The principal reason for this step, 
as Mr. Arthur explains, was that the railroads 
were beginning to discharge men who had 
been in the service a long time and were 
drawing better pay, and to put in their places 
men who were not veterans in the trade but were 
capable of knowing the work just as well and 
willing to take lower wages. The result was 
that engineers of jlong experience had diffi- 
culty in getting work, and the general stand- 
ard of wages was reduced. The same is ap- 
plied to firemen, who got 50 to 60 per cent of 
e of the engineers.

THE GOVERNOR'IS FIRM 
And Mississippi Will Have No 
Convention This Year. 


He is Urged to Name His Terms, but 
Resolutely says Nay All 
Through. 


JACKSON, Miss., February 24—{Special.]— 
Since the defeat of the attempt to pass the 
constitutional convention bill over the véto of 
the governor, there has been much speculation 
as to whether or not another bill, framed to 
meet the objections of the governor, would. be 
introduced at this session or not, and it is now 
definitely settlod that nothing more in this 
respect will be done this session, as Messrs. 
Walker,of the senate, and Carter, of the 
house, chairmen respectively of the com- 
mittees on constitutions, with aview of con- 
ferring with his excellency and ascertaining if 
a bill could be so drawn as to meet his ap- 
proval, called upon Governor Lowry, and 
asked if he would be averse to discussing the 
subiect with them. 

After a lengthy talk over the matter, Messrs. 
Walker and Carter upholding the idea that a 
convention was needed and demanded by the 
people, and the governor contending that we 
were getting along well enough under the 
present constitution, and that he was satisfied, 
from his knowledge of the wishes of the peo- 
ple, that they did not want a convention, and 
suggested that the proper place for an expres- 
sion on the subject would be at the democratic 
state convention in 1889, Messrs. Walker and 
Carter met the governor’s argument and objec- 
tions, and urged the necessity of a 
convention at an early date as being essen- 
tial to the harmony of the party, and offered to 
prepare a bill looking to this end, in almost 
any shape that the governor might indicate. 
He maintained his position, however, and in- 
dicated that he was opposed to a bill Jooking 
to the holding of aconvention at all during the 
present session. These gentlemen, under- 
standing, therefore, that no bill could be 
framed so as to meet his approval, after noti- 
tying the governor of their intention, called 
the committees together, and stated what had 
oecurred, and the interview which had been 
ofa private, confidential nature, was made 
public. The committee approved the 
course of Messrs. Walker & Carter, in endeav- 
oring to ascertain if it would be worth while 
to prepare another bill, and so the matter, 
which is of the greatest importance to the 
state, goes back to the people, and will be the 
paramount issue in the election of the next 
governor and legisiature. The governor as- 
sumes that he knows that the peeple do not 
want a constitutional convention, therefore 
the efforts of a large majority of both houses 
of the legislature, who come fresh from the 
people whom they claim to represent, go for 
naught. ;

‘Beems to Have Brought Mose Snelson to His 


Death. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., February 24.-—[Special.] 
The killing of Mose Snelson has not been 
explained by the coroner’s inquest. The facts 
in regard to the killing are as follows: About 
dusk Wednesday evening Mose became of- 
fended with a boy who let the sheep run out 
at the gate and struck the lad across the back 
with astick. The boy meeting Mr, Snelson 
told him Mose had been fighting him. Mr. 
Snelson meeting Mose soon afterward said he 
wanted to hear no more of such conduct. 
Mose appears to have been angered by Mr. 
Snelson’s reprimand and was heard saying he 
intended whipping the youth and his 

ounger brother, evenif he raised a law suit 
n hell. Mose soon saw the older boy coming 
from Mr. Snelson’s room, whither he had gone 
to kindlea fire. The boy endeavored to dodge 
Mose, but was finally hemmed in, caught and 
thrown down to the — the boy’s right 
arm being around the neck of Mose. The 
younger brother by was appealed to by 
the elder to pull Mose off, as he was beatin 
him to death. The younger boy threw a roc 
at Mose, and running off has not been seen 
since. Very soon Mose asked to be let loose, say 
ing he was dying. The mt at the bottom 
managed to get up, leaving Mose on the 
ground. Mr. Snelson ran up about this time 
and found Mose in the last struggles of death 
The jury of inquest was unable to determine 
whether death resulted from a blow from a 
rock or from the violent twisting of the neck 
of Mose by the boy he had down. No bruise 
was found, but the surgeon’s knife found some- 
thing like an injury beneath thegsurface at the 
base of the brain and near the yr riers A of 
the spinal column. Itis probable that death 
was caused by the throwing of the rock. Mose 
was abont twenty years of age; the two 
brothers were younger. | 


A GRAVE CHARGE. 


An Old Man to be Arraigned at the Next 
Term of Court. 

Decatur, Ga., February 24.—[Special.]—In 
the annals of the criminal history of DeKalb 
county no more exciting or interesting case 
has been presented than was set to be called 
on Monday morning next, when an old and 
wealthy citizen was to be arraigned before 
DeKalb superior court for an attempt to out- 
rage the person of a respectable married lady 
of the county on the first day of September 
last. 

Mr. W. H. Sprayberry, who is about sixty- 
four years of age is the man charged with the 
crime, and Mrs. Amanda Argoe, who is about 
twenty-three or twenty-four years of age the 
lady referred to. 

There are said to be over fifty witnesses sum- 
moned in the case, and the trial promises to be 
a ‘‘cause celebre.”” The interest felt in the 
trial is very deep and wide spread, because of 
the standing of the parties. 

Colonel John 8. Candler, solicitor general, 
will be assisted in the prosecution by Hon. 
Milton A. Candler. Mr. “4 ayberry is de- 
fended by Messrs. Hail & Hammond, of At, 
lanta, and Hon. J. B. Steward, of Decatur- 
Today. after the case was set for Monday. 
Judge W. R. Hammond stated to the court 
that his partner, Judge Hall, could not 
present next week, and that he, himself, 
would be compelled to go to Florida, in conse- 
quence of the serious illness of his mother 
there. He thereforeJwanted the case contin- 
ued. Colonel J. 8. Candier, the solicitor re- 
sisted the motion, on the ground of man wit- 
nessses being summoned, the gravity 
of the charge, and the alleged  as- 
sertion of the defendant that he would weather 
the case out before trial. The case was, how- 
ever, continued until the second week of the 
next terin.

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‘CARTWRIGHT'S TRIAL. 


A Sensational Case in Meri- 
wether County. 


The Plea of Insanity Being Urged in 
Behalf of the Indicted 
Map. 


GreEnvitye, Ga., February 24.—[Special.] 
Judge Harris failed, on account of the bad 
weather, to reach Greenville before Monday 
night, but promptly opened court Tuesday 
morning. The judge has greatly improved in 
health since last he was here, and appears him- 
self again. He is dispatching business rap- 
idly. 

The case of the term is the state vs. Cart- 
wright, charged with the killing of Johnston, 
near Woodbury, in the spring of 1886. Cart- 
wright and Johnston were near neighbors, and 
had never had any falling out. One afternoon 
as Cartwright was returning from Woodbury, 
he stopped at Johnston’s gate, and called the 
latter out. Johnston came out in his shirt- 
sleeves, with an eighteen months old child in 
hisarms. A plea ant chat was had, Johnston 
squatting on the® ground fondling his child. 
Suddenly Cartwright said: 

“T am going to kill you!” 

Johnston looked up just in time to receive a 
glancing ball in the forehead. He exclaimed: 

“Don’t shoot me again!” 

Cartwright discharged two more chambers 
of his pistol, both shots taking effect in John- 
ston’s body, and then ran off. Johnston was 
assisted into the house and died very soon. 
Cartwright has been in jail ever since the com- 
mittal trial was held, a day or two after the 
killing. 

The defense will be insanity. Proof is being 
submitted that Cartwright was subject to fits 
of mental abberation, and in one of these 
spells did the killing. Some of his witnesses 
yesterday afternoon testified to having had 
several business transactions with Cartwright, 
and in all these exhibited good sense and 
jndgment. Thestate may attempt to show 
motives of malice and the reasons therefor. 
The witnesses are being. carefully examined 
for the state by Solicitor Reid, and for the de- 
fense by Major Park. The jury is an intelli- 
gent one, and is made upof the following gen- 
tlemen:

He has arrested eleven 
of the seventeen negroes who took part in the 
Bluffton riot, Nearly all of them gave bail for 
appearance at court. Hecarried a couple of 
prisoners to LaFayette on Saturday, and ex- 
pects to got the whole gang in time for trial. 


Mrs. Sarah Granade, of Rockdale, celebra- 
ted her seventy-seventh birthday last Thurs- 
day. There were present forty of her chil- 
dren, grand children,and great-grand-children. 
The dinner was simply superb. Every one 
enjoyed the occasion very much, a great 
many staying until after supper. Mrs. or 
ade has lived in Rockdale county all her life. 

Bill Martin, a negro whoonce lived near 
Americus, but who was living in three or four 
miles of Abbeville, was shot and killed Sun- 
day night.

A fine mare belonging to Mr. Taylor John- 
son, of McDuftie county, was killed in a singu- 
lar manner on Tuesday of last week. She was 
turned out of the stable to go down to the pas- 
ture to graze, and went off in a lope. In the 
road before her was a piece of fence rail, with 
a sharp end towards her and a bevelled ent 
from her.

“It isonly just that I should say that many 
of the more noted resorts in southern Califor- 
nia I did not visit for three reasons: First, the 
inclemency of the weather, coupled with the 
wont of comforts, and especially fire, made me 
feel the need of getting back, as soon as prac- 
ticable, where these facilities could 
be procured. Second, the distance from 
home was so great that telegraphic communi- 
cation required two days for reply; third, my 
time was limited and the destruction of rail- 
roads by flood and by accident so interrupted 
travel as to make it difficult and uninviting.”’ 

**Are there many visitors there ?’’ 

“The influx of strangers into the country 
was very great. The hotels were full to over- 
flowing. The hotel proprietors were taxed to 
their utmost to care for their guests and whilst 
complaint of inattention and discomfort 
were for the most part patiently lis- 
tened to, the did not bring. re- 
dress.

in his railroad car. The irregularity of the 
trains, incident to new roads, and the long dis- 
tances to be compassed, is often a source of 
worry and annoyance. The uncertainty of 
railroad communication, coupled ss with 
deficient postofiice facilities, in- 
terrupts greatly the promptness 
and regularity of letter communication with 
home. In Los Angeles one is frequently 
obliged to wait for hours at the postofiice to 
make inquiry for letters at the itvers win- 
dow. Acopyofhishome paper, so eagerl 


rearned for by the visitor, is a luxury in which | 


é can rarely expect indulgence. The over- 
taxed postoftice officials have their hands full 
to overflowing, with their letter bags, and the 
transient newspapers from distant homes 
must find their way to the Chinese laundry or 
the paper mill to make room for the plethoric 
letter-pouches.”’ 

“Did you strike the rainy season ?’ , 

“T can testify that in southern California, 
the rains at times are excessive, washing 
away railroad tracks for miles and miles, del- 
uging the badly-kept cities and towns, with 
mud and slush, at times well-nigh impassible. 
I encountered there great and sudden changes 
of temperature, the thermometer falling as 
low as fifteen degrees of Fehrenheit. Such 
sudden and violent changes are trying to the 
nerves of the pleasure-seeker, and especially 
hard to bear by invalids who have gone the 
long journey in the hope of exemption from 
such trials.”

trial for the murder of her son by poison, a 


young man of unusual promise, her stay and 
support.

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THE GRAND TURK'S HAREM. 


Mrs. Lew Wallace Describes the Sultan's 
3 Seraglio. 
(Copyright 18 8.) 

Through four hundred years the Turkish 
house royal has had unbroken lineal made de- 
scent without a lateral branch. At Old Seraglio 
Point thirty: successive $suitan’s held their 
Suniptuons state -till about forty years ago, 
when the chain of palaces bordering the Mar- 
mora was burned and the court was removed 
to Yildiz, on the heights beyond Pera. 

Beautiful for situation is Yildiz, Palace of 
the Star. Built nobly in a park of many 
hundred acres, it overlooks an amphitheatre 
of stately cities with domes, towers, minarets, 
castles, islands, seas, fleets, and in the farness 
of the distance the Mysian Clympus—a pano- 
rama of vivid color and varied movement 
without a peer on the globe, 

Barracks have been added till it is in realitv 
a citadel, and there beats the heart and plots 
the brain of Islam. Within the walled enelo- 
sure are kiosks of marble and goid, outbuild- 
ings, stables, a military camp and parade 
ground, cypress groves, unshorn forests, gar- 
dens with every kind of singing bird; a minia- 
ture city with the delights of the country as 
weli—a fortress and a sanctuary. The least 
attempt of an unauthorized person to enter the 
buildings appropriated to women is purtshable 
by death. It would eoine as a lightning stroke 
should any try toapproach the forbidden rooms 
into which oné man enters—the uncontrolled, 
irresponsible master’of hundreds of women. 

Among them are no family distinctions, no 
records, no questions of ancesiry, hereditary 
titles, or names. <All have started from the 
same level, each one has beena slave bought 
by the mother or sisters of the sultan, edu- 
cated to her position, and presented to him on 
the third day of the feast of Beiram, the night 
of destiny, when the Koran descended in a sil- 
— roll from heaven. Nor are they married to 
rim. 

All have been chosen for personal charm, 
and are in the bloom of youth; by far the larg- 
er number are from Bireassia, the ancient 
Calchis, from whose palace gardens Grecian 
heroes stole their brides in the dim centuries 
before the !"liad was written. 

Imagination is bewildered by fhought of 
such an array of beauties set in palatial splen- 
dors. 

They live for one sole purpose—the study of 
pleasing him who has lifted the silvery feet of 
these daughters of love fromthe mire and 
rested them on cushions of rose leaves and 
eider down. Instead of grinding toil, they 
enjoy the swectness of rest; one cotton gown 
is exchanged for bright raiment and jewels 
rare; for black bread and goat’s milk, they 
have suppers for Sybarites, honey of orange 
flowers and sherbet of violets and sugar. Each 
odalisque has her kiosk, her court, grand 
ofticials, boats lined with satin, gilded car- 
riages, and trained servants shod with slippers 
of silence, who minister tothem in cool, per- 
fumed chambers. Their career depends on 
their own tactand grace. By these gifts the 
ragged beggar may succeed to the highestrank, 
and compel princesses to kiss the hem of her 
garment. 

One will in the harem is supreme as a Provi- 
dence or a destiny. To this power, before 
which great and small are but dust, is yielded 
absolute submission. Says Janilla (the Ex- 
alted), teaching the newly arrived Laleli (Pink 
Tulip) and Benefish (White Violet): ‘Should 
the prince at noonday say it is night, declare 
your feet are wet with dew, and that you be- 
hold the moon and the stars.”’ :

nestling among rosesin bloom. Weknow how 
the Turks turnish. In the summer palace one 
room is hung with pale blue silk, another with 
Broussa satin, tapestries of India, and broid- 
eries of Persia. 

Humanity is unchangeable; the king of a 
hundred kings, the shadow of God upon 
earth, must have his preferences, and natu- 
rally the reigning favorite makes the most of 
her brief season of command.

The Parentage, Characteristics and Habits of 
the Young Writer. 

RicHMOND, Va., February 24.—-Miss Amelie 
Rives, who is just now the literary sensation of 
the day, frequently visits in this city, and is 
quite well known to many ec else people. 
Her recent literary productions, particularly 
“The Story of Arnor’’ and “Virginia of Vir- 
ginia,”’ have attracted unusual attention and 
stamped the writer as a woman ei remarkable 
and conspicuous genius. Several leading pub- 
lishers have told me that Miss Rives has made 
a wider reputation in a shorter period. of time 
than any other 1nagazinist sow Uelees the pub- 
lic. There isa perfect craze for hef# stories, 
and, in fact, the magazine t! a‘ does not co: ain 
either a poein or story from Miss Rivés’s pen is 
not at all in the fashionable literary swim. 

Thus far very few personal facts about Miss 
Rives have been attainable, and very little of 
her is known by the general reading public. 
To begin with,she pronounces her nameas if it 
were spelled ““Amala Reeves.’’ She is a grand- 
daughter of William C. Rives,a prominent 
Virginia politician, anda contemporary and 
friend of Daniel Webster. Her 
father is Alfred L. Rivés, who received a 
brilliant education abroad, and whoa few 
months ago Was appointed an énginecr on the 
Panamacanal. Miss Rives lives in practical 
seclusion on her farther’s- large farm near Cob- 
ham, Albermarle county, Va. She is twenty- 
three vears of -age, tall, slender and graceful; 
a perfect blonde and very pretty. In addition 
to her literary talent she is something of an ar- 
tist, and spends much of her time in her studio. 
She ig passionately fond of horses and dogs, 
whose pedigree she notes with the accuracy 
of a fancier. For recreation she drives a 
tandem team about the picturesque roads in 
the neighborhood of her home. Her stories 
are full of horse lore, and many people have 
wondered how she eould get togetherso much 
purely technical information on the subject. 
She has always loved horses, can ride like an 
Apache Indian, and isa loverof races and 
ap sports of the south. Her horse informa- 
tion covers as wide a range as an ordinary 
sporting almanac. Her horses and her dogs 
are her daily companions, and she treats 
them with the greatest tenderness and consid- 
eration. 

Miss Rivesis said to be indifferent to the 
allurements of society. She is an indefatigable 
worker, and is capable of producing acceptabie 
manuscript.at a remarkable rate ofspecd. When 
she begins a story she. throws her whole exis- 
tence into the work. I am told that many of the 
stories and sketches now being printed were 
written scvyeral years ago,before her reputation 
had been made. Her story ‘Virginia of Vir- 
ginia’”’ in a recent issxe of Harper's Magazine, 
is regarded by Miss Rives as her best work. It 
is full of life, color, and human nature. A 
friend of the writer tells me that there is a 
growing suspicion that the heroine of the story. 
Virginia, isa somewhat exaggerated pen-pic- 
ture of the nove'ist herself. Bits of color here 
and there through the narrative are local, and 
traces of personal character are frequently 
recognizabie. 

It is known to acomyaratively few intimates 
that Miss Rives is ambitious to be a dramatist. 
It is said that she has Written a number of plays 
that have never left the locked drawers of her 
secretary. Last season she produced a play en- 
titled “Mad as a March Hare,”. which was 
performed by a company of amateurs in Rich- 
mond. Miss Rivesjherself appeared in the ieaa- 
ing female role, but the great expectations of 
her friends were not realized. The play wasa 
failure; the performance, execrabdle. 

Miss Rives was educated in her ancestral 
home, Castle Hill. Her governess was in- 
structed to permit her to study how and when 
she pleased, and her whole life has been one of 
the most perfect unrestraint and freedom. 
This factis apparent when one meets the gift- 
ed lady. She is eccentric to a degree, delights 
in doing odd things, and her friends are al- 
ways on the qui vive for surprises.

THE COWBOY'S VERDICT 


From the Youth Companion. 

The little town of Jacksboro’, the county 
seat of Jack county, Tex., wasina fever of 
excitement over the capture of Sa-tan-ta, the 
celebrated war-chief of the K-o-was. At the 
period of which I write, 1871, he was the 
scourge of the western Texas border. 

Not content with having committed the 
bloody massacre at Salt Creek prairie, he had, 
after scalping and mutilating his victims and 
filling their bodies with arrows, lashed one 

r teamster toa wagen wheel and burned 
iim while yet alive. A few days later he 

rode into Fort Sill at the head of his war 

marty, and loudly boasted of his atrocious 
dead. He was arrested by order of General 
Sherman, then at the post,double-ironed, and 
turned over as a prisoner to General McKenzie 
for trialin Texas for murder. 

During the march of one hundred and 
wrente-thses miles from the Fort Sill reserva- 
tion, Sa-tan-te was closely guarded. At night 
pickets were thrown out to prevent surprise, 
as it was supposed that the Ki-o-was, upon 
learning that their chief had been taken to 
Texas, would follow and attempt a rescue. _ 

Herd-guards and strong sleeping parties 
were posted, and every precaution was taken 
to preventastampede. The wily chief was 
spread out upon the ground, a peg ¢Criven at 
each hand and foot, and he was then bound 
securely with raw hide. 

In the Wichita swamps, where the mosqui- 
toes swarm in countless thousands, and to the 
size of a New Jersey ‘‘greenhead,”’ the posi- 
tion of the prisoner can be at once pictured, 
even to the dullest imagination. His grunts, 
Ug-g-g-h-h-ho! and long drawn exclamatiouns, 
were heard at all times during the night, not- 
withstanding prisoner and guard s'ept in the 
dense smoke eon the green log fires, intended 
to be a protection from these bloodthirsty tor- 
mentors. 

It was a bright, warm day in June, when 
the bronzed and weather stained troopers of 
the Fourth cavalry rode into Fort R——, with 
the prisoner closely guarded by our faithful 
Ton-ka-way trailers. The rest of the garrison, 
with the band, turned out to greet the com- 
mani. 

As the column halted, every eye was upon 
Sa-tan-ta. His reputation was well-known to 
every man, woman, and child, not only here, 
but upon the Kansas border. He was over six 
feet in his mocassins, and, mounted upon a 
small pony, he seemed to be even taller than 
he really was. 

He was stark-naked, from the crown of his 
head to the soles of his feet, exceptthat he 
wore a breech clout and a pair of embroidered 
mocassins. Owing to the intense heat, he had 
allowed his blanket to slip down to his saddie 
and about his loins. 

His coarse, jet-black hair, now thickly pow 
dered with dust, hung tangled about his neck 
except asingle braided scalp lock, with but 
one long eagle feather to adorn it. 

His immense shoulders, broad back, power- 
ful hips and thighs, contrasted singularly with 
the slight forms of the Ton-ka-ways grouped 
about him. The muscles stood out on his gi- 
gantic frame like knots, and his form, prou- 
and erect in the saddle, his perfectly immova- 
ble face and motionless body, gave him the ap- 
warance of polished mahogany, or, perhaps, a 

ronze, equestrian statue, sprinkled with dust 

Nothing but hisintensely black, glittering 
eyes and a slight motion of the lids betokened 
any life in that carved figure. Every feature 
of his face spoke the disdain with which he 
regarded the curious crowd now gathered 
about headquarters to guze at the famous say- 
age chief. 

His feet were lashed with a raw-hide lariat 
under his pony’s belly, his hands were tied to- 
gether and disarmed and helpless, he was in- 
deed a picture of fallen, savage greatness. 

In accordance with General Sherman’s in- 
structions, the day for Sa-tan-ta’s trial for 
murder arrived. Thistrial was one of the 
most impressive, yet most ludicrous, acts of 
legal jurisdiction ever witnessed by the hardy 
settlers and cowboys of Jack county, and is 
the first instance, I believe, when an Indian 
chief was regularly indicted and tried for mur- 
der, by a legally drawn jury under a civil pro- 
cess. 

The town was swarming with men, aliintent 
upon seeing justice done Texans, the state and 
the red man. 

Under a strong guard, and accompanied by 
the Fort Sill interpreterand the counsel who 
had been assigned, the blanketed chief, with 
clanking chain, walked to the little log court 
house in the square of Jacksboro’. A jury 
had been impanelled, the districf attorney 
bustled and flourished around. The whole 
county, every man armed to the teeth, tried 
to crowd in, 

It was impossible; so they surrounded the 
court house, and listened breathlessly through 
the open windows. 

Two long, dingy wooden benches, well 
‘whittled and worn, held the jurors, who ner- 
vously hitched about in their seats, and un- 
easily regarded the extreme novelty of their 
situation. 

Inside the railing sat the stolid chief, closely 
wrapped. The counsel for the defense opened, 
and in a spread-eagle specch referred to the 
numerous wrongs that the noble red man, ‘‘my 
brother,’’ had suffered, wherein he had heen 
cheated and despoiled .of his lands, driven 
westward, westward, untilit seemed as though 
there was no limit to the greed of his white 
brother. 

If he had been guilty of acts of violence to- 
ward the aggressive race which was driving 
him out, that was but the excusable retaliation 
which merely human instinct—nay, even the

Warming up to his task, he now threw off 
his coat, as it Was anintensely hot day, and 
discoursed about the times of the Aztecs, Cor- 
tez, and the Montezumas, and pictured Guata- 
mozin lying calmly upon a bed of coals, as 
upon a bed of roses. ere he displayed con- 
siderable historical lore, But when he spoke 
of the majestic bird, that emblem of our 
national freedom,and urged that the great 
chief be allowed to ‘fly away as free and un- 
hampered,’’ Iturned quickly to watch the 

ury. 

Every cowboy had been industriously whit- 
tling the old bench, and squirting tobacco 
juice at acrack. But the words of the counsel 
having been interpreted to the chief, whose 
frequent grunts of approval and delight at 
what he supposed meant immediate release 
now sounded loudly over the courtroom, I 
noted an immediate change. 

The jury were all in theirshirt-sleeves. Each 
had his old “shootin’ iron’’ strapped to his hip. 
They all hitched their ‘‘we-e-epons”’ ‘to the 
front, immediately ceased reducing with their 
sheath-knives the proportions of the jury 
bench, and now intently watched for further 
developments and more oratory.

Lunatics Cured by Kindness, 
From the St. James Gazette. 

The strange colony of lunatics at Gheel, 
in the Belgian Campine, has long.engaged the at- 
tention of specialists, and so satisfactory has been 
its workings that a duplicate of it has lately been 
established. In these colonies the lunatics are 
boarded out with the inhabitants, live as members 
of the family, assist in their work, and have liberty 
to move aboutat will. The regularity and heaithi- 
ness of the life led by the inflicted inhabitanis of 
Gheel restores a considerable portion of them to 
their right mind. 

Gheel, however, is inthe Flemish speaking por- 
tion of Pelgium, and it has of latejyears bean found 
that patients from the Wallon country who speak 
only French or the Wallon patois were awkwardly 
placed, and their recovery retarded ly the absence 
of ready means of communication with those about 
them. The expériment was, therefore, made of es- 
tablishing a French speaking colony at Lieurneux 
in the Wallon country near Spa, and it has been so 
successful that it has now been placed upon a per- 
manent basis. 

The cost of pauper lunatics to their communes 
does not exceed a franc a day. Neither at Gheel 
nor at Licurneux has it been found that constant 
intercourse with lunatics has incriased the tenden- 
cy toward insanity among natives,

THE FORTUNES OF WAR.

The tide of war penetrated for the first time - 


into Kentucky in the summer of 1862. The 
armed neutrality which the state had declared 
as its policy, and which it had striven to main- 
tain, had provedia failure, The confederates

But she was not ready, and every inch of the 
ground was fought over, till step by step the 
confederates were driven back from the blue 
grass region, through the dense wilderness of 


‘the Cumberland mountains, on to the Great 


Gap, through which the broken and ronted 
army passed into the valley of East Tennossee. 

The silence of the forest was broken by the 
tramp, tramp of thousands of feet; the hills 
swarmed with the blue and the gray ; the divide 
of the Cumberland river, in its deep, rocky bed, 
rolling between.

It is also afact 
that this tax on tobacco takes money out of 
the pockets of the poor man at a rate that 
makes the “tax on the necessaries of life’ 
a very insignificant one by comparison. 

The whisky tax ig something worse than 
atax. The law under which it is collected 
operates not only to protect the whisky trust, 
but it operates to oppress the poor all over 
the country. Under this law innocent men, 
and even boys, have been dragged away 
from their homes and thrown into jail 
among strangers, and homes have bcen 
broken up. 
doubt, but still they were homes. Under 
this law, women have been outrageously 
treated and men have been murdered. No 
doubt they were poor women and men, but 
in this republic the poor ought to have some 
rights. 

But this is not all. There are many 
farmers in this state that have orchards, 
They have no market for the fruit. If they 
distill it and thus render it marketable, not 
only: the revenue tax, but the revenue regu- 
lations, prevent him from utilizing the pro- 
duct of his orchard to his own profit. 
fruit fallsto the ground and rots there, and 
the product of the orchard is an absolute 
loss. ‘The ‘“‘tax on the necessaries of life,”’ 
which the farmer doesn’t feel, bears no 
comparison to this tax which robs the 
farmer of a profit on his fruit.

The Dying Crown Prince. 

The general impression prevails in Ger- 
many thai acrisis is at hand, in the illness 
of the crown prince. Indeed, the people are 
calmly waiting to hear the worst from San 
Remo. ‘The effect of anxiety is becoming 
more and more apparent on the aged 
emperor, who isso much impressed with the 
gravity of the situation as to have made 
preparations for a regencyin the event of 
the death of himself and his son. 

The regency bill was submitted to the 
emperor on Tuesday, and has been approved 
by him, so that in event of the death of both 
himself and the heir apparent, the affairs of 
the empire will move along undisturbed by 
the probability of a change of policy, or any 
uneasiness attendant upon a change of 
rulers. Of course, in the event of the death 
of both, young Frederick William, the son 
of the crown prince, will become emperor; 
but in order to be on the safe side, a tempo- 
rary regency will be established, to protect 
the empire from the effects of any rashness 
or hasty action which the young prince 
might bring about ifhe were so inclined, 
Bismarck, of course, will continue to be the 
power behind the throne; and it is to con- 
tinue the policy that has been established 
under his direction that preparations lave 
been made for a regency. 

it is said that, at best, the crown prince 
can live only afew months longer, and he 
may be taken away any day. The emperor 
isnow in his ninety-second year, and is 
broken down with anxiety over the afflic- 
tion of his son, and his eventful career may 
be brought to a close at any moment. Thus 
the afflictions of the royal house of Ger- 
many are felt throughout the empire, which 
does not know today which of three of the 
Hohenzollerns will be at it’s head to- 
morrow.

The manne: «i which such communications cr> 
made seems to be, and is, a great mystery, Many 
theories about it have been suggested, all of which 
tall short of satisfying the minds of people as to how 
itisdone. The fact that such communications aie 
rent and received, ani that they are often ge1u Be 
and trne, and that such is one mode of mar 
knowledge, is now almost universally conce jed. 


During the war, it will be recollected, that 
the southern negroes were able to communi- 
cate with each other in distant localities in 
a rapid and mysterious manner. Whether 
it was mental telegraphing or not, they 
knew of important battles and the move- 
ments of armies before their white masters 
knew anything about it. Especially was 
this the case in country districts where 
there were no railroads and telegraphs.

Mr. Corcoran always 
gave liberally to hosts of people in distress, 
and from first to last his pocketbook and 
his services were always at the disposal of 
the southern people. 

Like Peabody, Cooper and Childs, this 
rich man was loved by the masses. The 
poor did not covet his money, for he re- 
garded it as the Lord’s, and used it for the 
common good of all. No anarchist ever 
denounced him or plotted against his life. 

They may pile 
millions into their coffers, but their clean 
methods, pure hearts and -love-for their 
neighbors will always be their safeguard,

The General's Own Sicry of the Poem and 
How it Came to Be Written.

Much of Sheridan's reputation as a profanit? 
expert may be attributed to Buchancn Read's 
poem de ¢r.bing Sheridan’s famous ride ‘rom Win- 
chester to Cedar Crcek. Sheridan, zecco cin o 
Read, 10de down the lines witha terrible oath, 
which was so soul inspiring as to brivg the demor- 
alized and scattered :o'diers back to their senses 
and instill them with new courage. 

Sheridam was accompanicd on that ride to Cedar 
Crecx by two statT oficers, Brigadier Gene a: George 
A. Forsythe and Colonel O'Keefe. Tris is what 
Sheridan said, .ecord ng to General Forsythe, when 
he rode up and met his soldiers fleeing from the cn- 
ecmy: “Boys, those of yon who are not cowards, 
follow me, for I'll sleep in that ermp tonight orl) 
sleepin hell!” The effect ofthese words, General 
Forsythe says, was magical. The boys tumed with 
a cheer and followed Sheridan to a man. 

A few years ago General Sheridan, in convers% 
tion about the origin of Mr. Read's poem and !.ow it 
cime to be written, said that the idea was first su-- 
gesied by James E. Murdock, the eloeutionist aud 
actor, of Cincinuati. Mr. Murdock was around 
Sheridan’s headquarters after the battle of M-ssion- 
ary Ridge. He was there to bring back the body of 
his son, who had been killedin action. There was 
sore delay in getting the body, as the enemy occu- 
pied the ground where his son fell. Mr. Read as 
also at Sheridan’s headquarters frequently. Tue 
general said: “On Sunday he (Murdock) always 
used to recite poems to the troops around |.ead- 
quarters, and there was ove of Krowninyg’s tlt the 
boys never missed a chance to call for. It wasa 
great favorite with me, don’t you know, justas if 
was with the soldiers; and we never Iet the old man 
oif without his reading it. It was the story «ftie 
ride from Ghent to Aix.

Murdock had agreed to 
recite a poem at the sanitary fair that was being 
held nt Cincinnati at that time, and Reed had proin- 
ised to write something new and approprixte fer 
him. But when Murdock celled on him for the 
manuscript, the afternoon he wasto recite, he 
hadn't touched a pen to paper—said he didn't know 
what to write about.

“‘I have served on the plains nearly contin- 
uously for more than thirty-five years,’’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘and am tolerably familiar 
with all the features of cavairy life. A cavalry- 
man always has a frontier station and only sees 
civilization during his brief leaves. . Civilieas 
» do not realize the hardships. ana& exposures to 
which a cuvalryman is subjected. e has sea- 
sons of idleness, but also long periods of great 
exertion, and as @ proof of the effect. of his life 
it can be safely stated that scarcely one man 
out of ten reaches the age of forty-five with- 
out being seriously broken down. Indian cam- 
paigns are the cause ofthis. I have fought 
and chased Indians from the British lines to 
the Rio Grande, and know what campaigning 
means. The Indians always get a tremendous 
start of the cavalry, and seldom are overtaken. 
The army has been blamed for its ill success, 
but when the circumstances are understood, it 
is wonderful that so much has been aecom- 
plished. The Indians never attempt to 
commit outrages in the vicinity of an army 
post, and news seldom used to arrive until 
twenty-four hours or more had elapsed and the 
Indians had a long start. Nearly always they 
are provided with remounts, the loose horses 
being driven before the band, and when an 
animal shows signs of fatigue another ig re- 
mounted andthe flight continaed on afresh 
animal. Horses are also stolen wherever met 
with and the consequence is that the trooper, 
who is confined tp the use of a.single animal, 
has a poor chance of @vertaking the Indians. 
As a general thing they can fight or escape as 
they please, and never do the former except in 
overwhelming numbers. The fatigues of one 
these fruitless marches, generally made on 
short rations to secure celerity. of movement 
by avoiding carrying baggage, can well be 
imagined, and the condition of mam and beast 
aiter &two months’ campaign is wretched in 
the extreme. 

“Nowadays the active Indian campaigning 
is confined to Arizona, but when I was a young 
man the northern Sioux, northern Cheyennes, 
Piegans and Blackfeet in the north, the south- 
ern Sioux and the Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
on the central plains and the Comanches and 
Kiowas, south of the Arkansas, kept us busy 
allthe time. Of all these Indians the Kiowas 
were the best drilled, it being hard to distin- 
guish them from the dragoons at a distance of 
two or three miles. The Comanches never de- 
seryed their reputation, as they were poor 
fighters, doing wéllagainst the Mexicans, but 
never standing against United States troops. 
The Cheyennes were noted farand wide as 
the most determined and .fiereest fighters, 
but their energies wereJ more. constantly 
directed against their hereditary enemies, 
the Utes, then against the whites. The 
Sioux were the largest and most powerful 
tribe, and gave us more trouble than any oth- 
ers.. They were in their way as well drilled as 
the Kiowas, I myself having seen a single

| culiarly shaped drum is ompleg By divid- 

ing the surface into unequal halves the instru- 
ment on being struck may be made to yield 
two distinct notes. By these, and shortenin 
or lengthening the intervals between eac 
note, a code is established with a regular se- 
quence of taps, strokes and intervals capable 
of expressing every syllable in the language. 

All the natives understand this code, and so 
highly elaborated is it, that a chief can by its 
means summon to his presence any villager 
whom he désires to see, intimating to the at- 
ter at the Same time the purpose for which he 
is required. In this way, too, m es can be 
sent from village to village over wide stretches 
of country—the drummer in one hamlet trans- 
mitting to the next the signals he hears—and 
with extraordinary rapidity. 

Buchholz had proof on one occasion of the 
utility of his drum language and its capabili- 
ties as a medium of communication. The ne-

Tue March Atlantic opens with a tender 
Jittle sketch of New England life by Miss 
Sarah Orne Jewett, entitled “Aunt Tempy’s 
Watches.” Miss Jewett’s artis perfect of its 
kind. Mr. Henry James contributes the first 

of the ‘‘Aspern Papers,’”’ in which is to 


"be found pretty nearly everything that is char- 


acteristic of the author—certain gleams of hn- 
mor and certain beauties of style combined 
with a certain dreariness that is difficult to de- 
ecribe. 

Dr. Holmes has one of his delightful essays, 
“Qyer the Teacups.”” Mary D. Steele has an 
article on “The Learned Lady de Gournay.”’ 
Mr. House’s Japanese story is continued, and 
Frank Gaylord Cook writes of the marriage 

* gelebration in the colonies. 

Miss Murfree’s serial is continued, and in 
addition there are articles which we have not 
enumerated, book series, and “The Contribu- 
qors’ Club.” 

Harrver’s for March is unusually good. 
The initial number is devoted to a description 
of “Spanish Art and Artists” in these days. 
Mr. Edward Bowen Prescott writes it, and 


gives interesting sketches of the leading 
modern painters in that kingdom. Magniti- 


cent four-page reproductions of some of the 
best pictures of the artists who are mentioncd 
are scattered through the clear letter-press. 
Barbudo’s picture of the “Last Scene in 
‘Hamlet’ ’’ jorms the frontispiece of the num- 
ber. 

“A visit to a Colonial Estate,” describes 
what Frederick 8, Daniel recently saw on a 
plantation called Romancoke, owned by the 
Lees of Virginia. It wasonce the property 
of Mrs. Curtis, whoin Washington married, 
and abounds, in reminiscences of the Father 
of his Country. It is beautifully illustrated 
from drawings by Chapel, Sheppard and Haw- 
ley. 
The fiction of the number consists of Wil- 
liam Black’s ‘‘In Far Lochaber’’—the third 
instalment; Miss Lillie’s ‘‘In the Red Room,” 
which is a capital study cf human nature in its 
most interesting pliases ; and “Mere Pochette,’’ 
a touching story by Sarah Orne Jewett. The 
poetry—three original pieces—is also charm- 
ing. 

C.H. Farnham’s “Canadian Voyageurs on 
the Saguenay” describes the wild life of the 
French watermen and logmen, who rove the 
woods over from the St. Lawrence to Hudson 
Bay, especially these who are to be found 
along the Saguenay. Fifteen beautiful ilfus- 
trations, some of ilicm full page, drawn by 
Howard Pyle and other artists of rare merit, 
accompany the study. 

Charles Dudley Warner’s first paper, in his 
series on the Great West, contains a vigorous, 
full and entertaining account of the country 
we know as the northwest. St. Paul, Miune- 
apolis, and their surroundings are hastily but 
deftly sketched, and dae prominence is given 
to theirgreatness. Then the valley of the Red 
river of the norih is described, together with 
those parts of the wonderful wheat-growing 
region Which are adjacent. An excellent rail- 
way map enhances the value of the article. 

“A Little Swiss Sojourn” is the final paper 
under this title by W. D. Howells. It describes 
the vintave (this will not increase one’s liking 
for wine), the elections, and the wintering of 

he cattle, as done by the Swiss. OC. 5. Rein- 
hart contributes eight illustrations of persons 
and things Swiss, and with his pencil empha- 
Sizes tle points made by Mr. Howells’s pen. 

Miss Anna Laurens Dawes’s (the daughter 
of Senator Dawes) article,*An Unknown Na- 
tion,’ describes the progress made towards 
civilization in the Indian territory. An exccl- 
lent map of the territory is given. 

“A New England Vagabond’’ is what Colo- 
nel Tl. W. Higginson calls a+ tramp of revolu- 
tionary times. Henry Tufts is the fellow’s 
name. In addition to leading a life of theft 
and all other kinds of knavory, he wrete a book 
detailing the events of his life. Colonel Hig- 
ginson reviews this rare volume and points out 
the significance of the incidents of Tuft’s 
life. 

In “‘The Empress Eugenie and the Court of 
the Tuilleries,” Auna L. Bicknell describes 
the court life of the lady now known as ‘‘The 
ex-empress.”’ It presents Eugenie in a differ- 
ent liglit from that in which she is usually be- 
held, and contains many new details of her 
life. 

in his article on ‘Chess in America’? Henry 
Sedicy gives sqme biographical sketches (with 
portraits) of America’s two. champion chess 
players--Paul Morphy and Captain Macken- 
Zc. 

"A Gypsy Fair in Surrey” describes what is 
now arare sighteyen inthe out-of-the-way 
places in the world. Seven inimitable illus- 
trations by l’rederick Barnard, some of them 
full-page, accompany the artical. 

The departments excel as usual. In the 
Easy Chair George William Curtis discusses 
College Hazing, Forest Destruction and the 
recent tariff papers of Messrs. Watterson and 
Edmunds in the previous numbers of this mag- 
azine. The Study contains criticisms on some 
new books, while the Drawer abounds with 
fun. Amusing pencil sketches are by Hyde 
and Frost.

The City Council Now Requires a Large 
Bond. 


Macon, Ga., February 24.—[Special.]—And 
now that the Macon street railroad has had 
their contract fixed by council, and were pre- 
pared to begin work as soon as it was signed, 
the authorities have seen fit to hang another 
weight upon its existence, which had hardly 
begun, by requiring it to give aiifteen thous- 
in dollar bond tothe city of Macon. This 
was decided at the council this morning, when 
they met to change the section in section one 
of the contracts, which prohibited the road 
company from beginning work for the space of 
two years after the contract was signed. How 
this found its way in it is impossible to 
say, but it was there nevertheless. The 
Macon stockholders of tho road met 
this evening at the oifice of Mr. E. D. 
Heugenin to consider the last step of council 
to keep the road out of the city. Itwasa 
strictly private meeting, but areporter learned 
that it was decided to notify Mr. Haynes of 
their action. In conversation with one of 
them after they adjourned, he said that the 
road would be built at once if bond could be 
raised, and there will hardly be any trouble 
aboutthis, as ninety-nine hundreths of our 
people want it, and will sacrifice any amount 
to get it.

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LECTURES IN AUGUSTA 


On Various Topics by Various Distinguished 
Gentlemen. 


Avousta, Ga., Feb 24.—[Special.}—

H» deprecated strikes, warned 
the workingmen that high or low _ tariff 
would not affect him, unless he met 
med nae 9g Capital with organized labor, and 
exhorted his hearers to strive and work for 
their own elevation as the best and safest way 
of commanding recognition in and out of the 
wor Among his statements he laid 
down the proposition that there were but five 
classes in society, the workingman, the beggar,

Covered With Rosin, 
From the Eastman, Ga., Journal), 


S. H. Lowther, of the firm of Parker & 

Lowther, near Eastman, has made a discovery 
that may work a revolution in the canvassed 
ham business. 
_ Last year, as an experiment, he used rosin 
instead of canvass for curing hams, and kept 
them sweet and sound. The hams are cured 
in the usual way, which every farmer under- 
stands, and then wrapped carefully in brown 
paper. They are then dipped in vats or boilers 
containing melted rosin, which, when cool, 
forms a thin, hard and transparent casing 
which flies or insects cannot enter. 

Ordinarily it would seem that resinous odor 
would penetrate the meat, and impart a tur- 
pentinish flavor, but such is not the case, as 
the rosin, having all the turpentine out of it, 
is almost odorless.

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LATEST NEWS FROM LIBERIA. 


John Norman Reports on Bishop Taylor, the 

Missionaries, the Government and Trade. 
From the New York Sun. 

There was a racket that would have delight- 
ed a linguist on board the bark Liberia as she 
sailed into port on Tuesday after a forty-three 
days’ voyage from the republic of Liberia. 
Passengers were few, but 30 parrots, all that 
were left of 90 that started on the voyage, 
talked several African dialects. 

John Norman, a passenger from Liberia, a 
short, intelligent-looking negro, with snapping 
eyes, spent his first dav ashore in close com- 
munion with the stove in the inspector’s office. 

‘‘Liberia has been much abused,”’ he said. 
‘The accounts published of it would make it 
out a hotbed of snakes and malaria, and to- 
tally unfit for habitation. The climate has 
changed much inthe last few years. The 
swamps have been drained, land cleared and 
we have none of the killing heat which form- 
erly made it a place to be shunned. It is al- 
most impossible for a white mian to become ac- 
Climated. Even the negro has the fever 
when he first Joes there. It is a peculiar fact 
that a white man with negro blood in his 
veins—no matter how little—can stand the 
climate. There are men living and thriving 
thete who cannot be distinguished from white 
men. Yetevery one of them has some negro 
blood in him. 

‘‘L went to Liberia from Kansas with a 
wife and one child in 1882. After the war I 
kept a grocery in Kansas for eleven years,and 
reading about the opening in Liberia, sold 
out and went there. Te 1885 I brought my 
wife and child back to this country and have 
now come after them again, as | have a good 
home for them there, and also intend to take 
back some of my people in the south. Is the 
land good? There is no better. I have 155 
acrestwenty miles in. the interior from the 
capita], Mourovia, and at present have sixty 
acres under cultivation. I raise coffee, banan- 
nas, potatoes, cocoanuts, ginger, arrow root 
and lemons. We can raise acrop of potatoes 
in three months, and as we have no winter 
there is always something growing. Our labor 
is done mostly by the natives. We pay them 
about twenty-five cents a day, and they 
supply their own food. They care 
very little about money and would 
rather have tobacco and fancy articles. These 
they often trade with those further in the in- 
terior for ivory and gold dust, which they in 
turn sell tous for more knick-knacks, It 
is folly to give a native money, for the bills 
they will mutilate and stick all over their bod- 
ies, While the coins they beat into rings for 
themselves or bracelets for their women. 

‘‘Every negro that emigrates of his own ac- 
cord from the statet gets twenty-five acres of 
land from the government, and every one that 
is sent by the Colonization society gets twenty- 
five acres from the society. Additional un- 
cleared land can be bought for about twenty- 
five cents an acre, 

“Bishop Taylor has been doing a good work 
there, and is beloved by all the people. He 
has enemies, but they are mostly among the 
missionaries who came there and expected to 
be supported by the church. When a new mis- 
sion is started and gets to be self-supporting 
the bishop cuts off the allowance of monev and 
tells the missionary that he has good fertile 
land and great natural resources, and he must 
make his living from them. This, of course, 
angers the missionaries, and they often make 
false reports about him. I tell you Liberia is 
no place for lazy people or old people. The 
old ones die and do us no good, while the lazy 
are only a drag on us, and we have enough of 
them now. What we want is intelligent, hard- 
working men, and if they will come to us I can 
warrant them a good living. There is a good 
opening for business men. [I shall take 
back with me goods to start a store. 
As we get more land cleared our trade 
will increase. We cannot begin now 
to supply the demands of the vessels 
that come in for provisions. High prices 
are charged for all commodities, and even after 
paying for transportation a handsome profit 
remains to the trader. I have hireda white 
man to take charge of my plantation, and ex 
pect to return in about a year. 

“Of course our government isas yet crude, 
and, like allnew governments, rather weak. 
The leaders are not the best men, but after we 
have cleared our land and established a fleur- 
ishing business we can find good enough men 
to take the lead. Now we don’t need‘ them. 
We havea militia and drill once a month, 
with musters once in three months. The hos- 
tile natives in the interior are afraid of our 
cannon and muskets, or, as they call them, 
‘pickaninny guns.’ They tell us that we dare 
not throw them away and fight with Knives in 
a square hand-to-hand battle, and I guess 
they’re right.”’ 
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THE SWEEP OF THE COLD WAVE, 


Some Resu Its of Observations Concerning th 

Career of the Great American Blizzard. 
From the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 

As in the case of the tornado, the direct ori- 
in of the cold wave is shrouded in mystery. 
t is known that a majorty of cold waves 

make their appearance in the northwest east 
of the Rocky mountains; and it is also pretty 
well established that they are due to an inrush 
of cold air from the regions of perpetual snow 
and ice atthe north. But why that region 
should be any more hospitable to cold air from 
the north pole than others ections, where cold 
waves form less frequently or not at all, is an 
important problem that has never been solved. 
Theories have been advanced based upon the 
vastness of the plains in that region and their 
capacity for absorbing and giving off heat, but 
no theory on the subject has been generally 
accepted, and the greatest meteorological au- 
thorities in the country do not attempt to ex- 
plain the phenomenon in their writings. Cold 
waves may form at any moment. They seem 
to depend not at all on the time of day, and but 
to a limited extent on the season of the year. 
They do not come and go in cycles but errati- 
cally. 

7 ee Thomas M. Woodruff, the ofticer 
in charge of the indications ottice in St. Paul, 
made something of a study of cold wavés 
while connected with the chief weather office 
in Washington, and the results of this study 
are given in @ pamphietin the “Signal Service 
notes’’ series, published in 1885. The pamphlet 
contains the substance of all that is known 
with reference to this subject. Lieutenant 
Woodruff made his studies from the tri-daily 
weather charts of the years 1551 to 158# inclu- 
sive. After stating in a generai way that a fall 
of temperature succeeds or follows an area of 
low barometer; that a rise precedes such an 
area, and that with respect to an area of high 
barometer the rise and fall of temperature 
usnally oceur in reverse order, he says: 

Areas of high and low barometer move al- 
most invariably across the United States from 
west to east. Most areas of low barometer are 
formed in the region east of the Rocky moun- 
tains; and as these low areas move easterly, the 
high moves in and we have a cold wave of 
more or less intensity as the result. 

Then it is shown that in the four years under 
consideration, 114 of the cold waves observed 
originated east of the Rocky mountains, or 
came down the east side of these mountains 
from the British northwest territory, while 34 
other cold waves observed came from the Pa- 
cific coast. With but few exceptions. all the 
cold waves in the northwest appeared first at 
Helena, Mont.,and these few exceptional ones 
were felt first at Bismarck, Dak. ‘“‘We must 
conclude,” adds Lieutenant Woodruff, ‘‘that 
these waves haveftheir origin in the vast re- 
gions of ice and snow near the artic circle, far 
to the north of our stations.” 

With respect to their progressive motion, 
cold waves are driven into three classes: 

First—Those tLat move directly across the 
country from west to east, and which follow an 
almost invariable path along the chain of great 
lakes and across New England. These do not 
extend to the states south of the Ohio. 

Second—Those which move in a southeaster- 
ly direction and cover the entire country in 
their progress. 

Third—-Those which move southerly from 
Montanaand Dakota to Texas, thence through 
the Gulf states, and then northeasterly over 
the Atlantic coast states. It sometimes occurs 
with this class that the cold wave is first felt 
in St. Louis and Shreveport before being felt 
at St. Paul and Chicago, and that then the 
cold wave takes the general movement east- 
ward of the second class. 

The scond class was the most numerous in 
the four years observed. The rate of progress 
was very variable. Considering Helena as the 
first point of observation, there were 8.x cases 
in which the cold wave was fe!t simu!tanecously 
at St. Paul and Helena; 19in which it reached 
St. Paul Shours after itsappearance at Helena; 
19 in 16 hours, 11 in 24 hours, 12 in 32 hours, 5 
in 40 hours, 2 in 48 hours, and 1 in 72 hours. 
From this it will be seen that of all thecold 
waves that reach St. Paul from Helena, 73 per 
cent. arrive within twenty-four hours. a 

a 


rule, it is found that the maximum effect 


| cold wave occurs at each station in a very short 
time after its occurrence in the north west, gen- 
erally within twenty-four hours, and often at 
the northern and western stations at once. 

There are many other curious facts connected 
with the progress of cold waves. Many in- 
Stances occur, says Lieutenant Woodruff, 
where the temperature at a given station, at 
the time of the appearance of the cold wave in 
the northwest, is lower than the minimum af- 
terward produced by the cold wave. It often 
happens that a cold wave setain from the ex« 
treme northwest, and upon reaching the Mis- 
Sissippi valley divides, a going northeast- 
erly to the lower lake region and the other part 
southward to the gulf states. In either case 
the intensity appears to be greatly diminished. 
This action seems generally to dune to the 
sudden development of astorm somewhere in 
the southern part of the Missouri valley. 
Sometimes a storm of slight enetgy remains in 
Kansas, Missouri, and the Indian terri * 
and has the effect of retarding, or even total y 
destroying a cold wave. Again, whema cold 
wave is retarded in this way it seems often to 

ather force and a and rush rapidly 
orward and spread over the entire country. 
Another frequent feature is that after the cold 
wave commences the temperature continues 
to fallin the northwest, and another wave is 
formed entirely distinct from the first, from 
which it becomes separated by a warm wave. 
The warm wave is — a narrow belt, bat the 
cold waves are perfectly distinct. 

The tables prepared vy Lieutenant Wood- 
ruff show that cold waves are most numerous 
and most severe in the months of January, 
February and March, although some of the 
very severe ones do make their appearance in 
other months of the year. Also it appears that 
the most decided changes of temperature ap- 
pear upon the 3 p. m. charts of the signal 
service, and that the most decided and most 
severe cold waves follow severe storms. The 
prediction of the progress of a cold wave is at- 
tended with a good deal of difficulty, largely 
on account of the fact that there is no way of 
nang which of the three paths it will 
ake. 
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MEN WHO EAT FIRE. 


Strange Diet of Some Human Beings Who 
Relish a Diet of Blazing Coals, 
From the London Tid Bits, 

The earliest mention of. fire-eaters in Enge 
lend isto be found in Sir Henry Walton's 
correspondence under date June 34, 1633. He 
Says: 

“There isa strange thing to be seen in 
London for a couple of pence which I know 
not whether I should calla piece of art or na- 
ture. It isan Englishman, likesome swabber 
of a ship, come from the Indies, where he has 
learned to eat fire as familiarly as ever I saw 
any eat cakes, even whole glowing brands, 
which he will crush with his teeth and swal- 
low. I believe he hath been hard famished in 
the Terru dei Fuego, on the south of the 
Magellan Strait.” 

Evelyn, in his diary, under date of October 
8, 1672, gives @ graphic account of the re- 
markable feats of another fire-eater, who crea- 
ted a great sensation in his day. 

“Il tooke leave of my Lady Sunderland, who 
was going to Paris tomy Mord, now ambassador 
there. She made me stay to dinner at Leices- 
ter honse, and afterwards sent for Richardson, 
the famous fire-eater. He devoured brimstone 
on glowing coals before us, chewing and swal- 
lowing them; he melted a beere glasse and 
eate it quite up, then taking a live coale on 
his tongue he put it on raw oyster; the coale 
was blown on with bellows till it flamed and 
sparkled in his mouthe, and so remained until 
the oyster gaped and was quite boiled. 

“Then he melted pitch and wax with sul- 
phur, which he drank downe as it flamed. I 
saw it Haming in hisimouthea good while; he 
also tooke up athick piece of iron, such as 
laundresses use to putin theirsmoothing boxes, 
when it was fiery hot, held it hetween his 
teeth, then in his hand, and then threw it 
about like a stone; but this, I observed, he 
cared not to hold very long. Then he stoode on 
asmall pot,and bending his body, tooke a 
giowing iron with his mouthe from betweene 
his feete, without touching the pot or ground 
with his hands, with divers other prodigious 
feats "’ 

Richardson’s secret was disclosed by his ser- 
vant about the time Evelyn made his entry. 
According to his servant's showing it consist. 
ed only in rubbing the hands and thoroughiy 
washing the mouth, lius, tongue, teeth and 
other parts, which were to touch the fire, with 
pure spirits of sulrhur. 

By this means the enidermis, or upper skin, 
was burnt aud cauterized untilit became ag 
hard as thick leather. The had effects which 
the frequent swallowing of red-hot coals, meit- 
ed sealingwax, resin, brimstone, and other cal- 
cined and inflammahle matter might have had 
upon the stomach were prevented by drinking 
plentiful draughts of warm waterand oil as 
soon as he had left the company, until he had 
vomited it all up again. 

Another fire eater was DeHeiterkeit, a na- 
tive of Annivi, in Savoy, who flourished at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. 

This individual ate burning coal, chewed and 
swallowed burning brimstone, licked a red-hot 
poker, placed a red-hot heater on his tongue, 
ate melted pitch, beeswax, sealingwax, and 
resin with a spoon, as an ordinary mortal takes 
soup, kindled coals on his tongue and broiled 
meat tpon them, and,to complete the busi- 
ness, performed all these marvels five times a 
day atthe duke of Marlborough’s Head, in 
Fleet street, his prices being half a crown, 
eighteen pence and one shilling. 

De Heiterkeit had the honor of exhibiting 
before Louis XLYV., the emperor of Austria, 
the king of Sicily and the Lege of Venice, and, 
his name having reached the inquisition, that 
holy oftice proposed experimenting on him to 
find out whether he was fireproof externally 
as well as internally. ife was preserved from 
this unpleasant ordeal, however, by the inter- 
ference of the duchess royal, regent of Savoy. 

But the most famous of all fire-eaters was 
Robert Powell, who was before the public for 
nearly sixty years, and was seen by many no- 
ble and distinguished men-—among others b 
the dukes of Cumberlacd and Gloucester fos’ 
Sir Hans Sloane. Mainly through the instru- 
mentality of this last named, the Royal seciety 
in 1751 presented Powel! with a purse of gold 
and a larve silver medal! 

-Here is his programe: 

1. Ile eats red-hot coals out of the fire as nat 
urs! as bread. 

® He licks with the naked tongue red-hot 
tobacco pipes, fam ong with brimstone. 

3. He takes a large bunch of deal matches, 
lights them altogether and holds them in his 
mouth till the fame is extinguished. 

4. He takes a red-hot heater out of the tire, 
licks it with his tonzue several times and car- 
ries it round the room between histgeth. 

5. He fills his mouth with red-hot charcoal 
and broils a slice of beef or mutton on his 
tongue, and any person may blow the fire with 
a pair of bellows at the same time. 

. He takes a quantity of resin, pitch, bees- 


melts them together over a chafing dish of 
coals, and eats the same with a spoon asif 
it were a porringer of broth, to the great and 
agreeable surprise of the spectators, c. 

The last fire-eater of whom we shall speak 
is Chamouin, who had the name of “the Rus- 
sian Salamander.”’ He was remarkable for 
the simplicity and singleness of his character, 
and aah to lake a positively innocent delight 
in swallowing fire. - He was above all artifice 
and wonld often entreat his visitors to melt 
their own lead or boil their own mercury, that 
they might be perfectly satisfied of his genu- 
ineness and of the gratification he had in 
drinking these liquids. 

He would also present his tongue in the 
most obliging’ manner toall who wished it, al- 
low them to pour moulten lead upon it, and if 
they chose stamp an impression with their 
seals.

FALLING WEATHER. 


Some Account of the Big Rains of the Past

WHAT IT MEANS. 


Short Taiks About the National 
Democratic Convention. 


The Early Meeting Construed as a Victory 
for Cleveland's Administration- What 
is Thought of the Change of Date. 


——E 


The decision of the national democratic 


execttive comarittee that the convention shall 


be held in St. Louis in June, instead of in San 
Francisco in Jaly, was much ‘talked about 
among the people of Atlanta ‘yesterday. The 
general opinion of public men is that the early 
holding of the convéntion is a victory for the 
administration, and that it indicates the nomi- 


nation of Presidént Cleveland. 

Reporters of THe ConstTITUTION talked to 

men of all classes,and below is what they 
said : 
”“F regard it-as a decided victory for the ad- 
ministration,’’ said Dr. Amos Fox. “I am an 
ardent Cleveland man, and I look to see him 
nominated by acclamation in the St. Louts 
convention. I know of no reason why he 
should not be nominated in that way. As I 
have observed there is no man who stands in 
his way. He seems the only man to whom 
everybody instinctively turns when the ques- 
tion of electing a democratic president is men- 
tioned. It is best the democrats should meet 
in national convention before the republicans 
come together. We will have the brief chance 
to catch the country on a good, sound, pro- 
gressive platform. We will outline our policy 
in unmistakable terms, and then 
when the republicans come a few weeks 
later, they wiil have to steal some 
of our thunder. Had the opponents of the 
administration succeeded in their effort to de- 
fer the holding ofthe convention till July and 
to have itin San Francisco, it would have 
portended evil for Cleveland. The way I 
look at it is that the action as taken by the 
committee is a victory for Cleveland, and 
means his renomination and election. I don’t 
see that it makes much difference where or 
when the national democratic convention is 
held. Theway things look to me is that 
Cleveland will be renominated without much 
opposition.” 

Lieutenant Perkerson—It means Cleveland's 
nomination and election. 

“I am glad the convention will meet in St. 
Louisin June,” said Captain George B.Forbes, 
“for I shall probably go there to _ see 
Cleveland nominated by acclamation. That 
he will be nominated, there is not the shadow 
ofadoubt. And he ought to be the nominee, 
for he is the only man J know of who can cer- 
tainly carry the country. He is, I believe, in- 
vincible. You ask me what I think about the 
meeting in Juneinstead of July, and I an- 
swer that, as J understand the matter, the op- 
ponents of the administration, for some rea- 
son of their own, sought to postpone tre hotd- 
ing of the convention until after the republi- 
cans held theirs. Just what their object is I 
cannot divine, but they had a motive. The 
friends of Cleveland were the ones who were 
instrumental in defeating the waiting es 
This means that Cleveland is strong with the 
leaders of the democracy. He can hold them 
now as he‘held them before.’’ 

‘*You talk about cyclones, earthquakes, bliz- 
zards and the like,” said Judge Strong, but 
Cleveland will sweep the country worse than 
any ofthem. He is simply irresistible. Of 
course he will be nominated and elected. The 
holding of the convention in St. Louis in June, 
instead of in San Francisco, in July, looks 
like the friends of the administration had sutfti- 
cient power to dictate what they knew was 
best for the perty. There is sense, backed by 
precedent, in the party in power meeting in 
advance of the opposition. This is always 
done. But wherever or whenever the conyen- 
tien be heldit will nominate Cleveland.” 

‘My advocacy of President Cleveland is so 
strong and unfaltering,’”’ remarked Sheriff 
Thomas, **that 1 am constrained to think his 
nomination isa ioregone conclusion, regardless 
of the time or place of the convention’s being 
held. The wisdom ofthe leaders would not 
permit so graye an error to be committed as to 
nominate any other manthan Cleveland. If, 
four years ago, untried and comparatively in- 
experienced, he so triumphantly massed in his 
support the best elements of the veople, how 
him now 
satisfactory trial? Oh, yes, 
the people—-and I mean by the 
people the mass of Americans, 
regardless of party—they want Cleveland. His 
administration has been clean, honest and un- 
pretentions. I believe the best plan of the 
democracy, isto meet and nominate Cleve- 
land by acclamation. Then the country will 
promptly come to his support. There is no 
danger of his defeat. Butis there any other 
man who can lead the democratic party to vic- 
tory? itis doubtful. This is my opinion.” 

Dr. J. W. Holliday—*“The decision to hold 
the convention in June, at St. Louis, looks 
like a Cleveland victory. It shows that there 
will be no funny business about it. Realizing 
that it is the plain duty of the convention to 
renominate Cleveland, the democrats will take 
the shortest method of doingit. I would not 
be at all surprised, should the convention 
nomimate him by acclamation.”

Louis so early is plainly an indication that the

| vention will indorse it and seek to perpetuate 


it by retaining its wise and patriotic head. It 
is probably agreed among the wisest men of 
the democratic party that at this time there is 
no available man save Cleveland. He 
will be nominated and his victory will 
be more decisive than it was before. I might 
enlarge upon this point and show how he is 
strongernow before the people than he was 
then. The business men of the north are 
thoroughly satisfied with him. His adminis- 
tration has been sound and conseryative. He 
has not aimed at  brilliancy. His friends 
among the mugwumps are more numerous 
now than they were when he was nominated 
four years ago. He has made very few mis- 
takes; has learned much by experience, and is 
better equipped now than ever before to make 
a good executive of this great nation. The 
talk about the republicans putting up Blaine 
in is all nonsense, I think. Blaine is out 
of the field, and could not be prevailed upon 
to make another race. John Sherman would 
like to havethe nomination, and he is foolish 
enough to think he might possibly be elected. 
[ should like for the republicans to put him up. 
We would have no trouble in beating him.”

The plan was adopted unanimously, and all con- 
coast interests assented to it before it was pre- 
sented by the committee for general approval. 

Going Forward.

That Atlanta is a large and rapidly growing 
city this directory positively proves. 

There are some striking facts gleaned from 
its 1035 pages—and they are facts. : 

There are recorded 22,445 names. In the lAst 
year’s directory were 1,856 names. This 
shows, superficially, a gain of 5,809 names, or 
an increase of about 15,000 paps. This,how- 
ever, does not truly represent the increase, for 
it should be remembered that this is the only 
complete directory the city has ever had, and 
it is not fair to compare the figures in the di- 
rectory of 1857 with the directory of 1888. .

The map which accompanies the directory 
will be appreciated. Itis brought up to the 
present date, shows all new and changed 
streets, is handsomely coiored, is arranged by 
half mile spaces, and has a complete street 
guide, so arranged that the location of any de- 
sired street can be seen ata glance. The map

| city directory. 


Speaking about the delay in the publication 
of the book, the publishers say: “The origi- 
nalintention was to bring out the work ou the 
first of the year, but during the canvass we 
were so frequently requested to delay its ap- 
pearance until after all the new year changes 
—chietly of a business nature—had been made, 
that we finally yielded tothe desire and are 
now satisiied that such course was best. In 
future, therefore, the work can be expected in 
the early part of February of each year, when 
several improvements will be attempted and 
new features introduced, so that the directory 
may keep pace with the growfiroftfe city.” 

It is a singular fact thatina city of 75,000 
inhabitants about one-fourth of the entire num- 
ber change either their residence, boarding 
place, occupation or employer every twelve 
months. For instance, the new city directory 
contains in roand numbers 23,000 names, of 
which less than 5,000 remain unchanged from 
the day they appeared in the precening direc- 
tory. Thisincludes all changes, deaths, re- 
movals, new arrivals, etc. Hence, the neces- 
sity of making a new directory every year.

The village 
streets are in consequence marvellously clean, and 
the sweepers, after swallowing more than their nat- 
ural share of dust, pass mental resolutions of so 
briety, and kcep them,
